Pittsburg, July 11,—Surface indi- 


cations point to the settlement of the 
strike in th^ mills of the American 
Sheet Steel company and the Ameri- 
can Steel Hoop company, at the con- 
ference between the Amalgamated as- 
sociation officials and steel combine 
representatives which began today. 


At 12:15 p. m, the conference ad- 


journed for lunch, to meet again at 
2 o'clock. The conferees refused to 
say anything as to the proceedings 
except that President Shaffer had 
been chosen chairman of the joint 
committee. 
The amalgamated con- 


ferees expressed themselves as satis- 
fied with the oxitlook. 


It is intimated that a concession 


will be allowed the manufacturers in 
the mills that have agreements with 
their men made previous to last 
year's wage settlement These mills, 
it is said, will be allowed to work out 
their individual agreements, which 
expire January 1. 
After that time 


these mills also will come under the 
jurisdiction of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation, or sooner, if the men be- 
come members of the association 
previous to the expiration of the an 
nual agreement. 


The Vandergrift and Leechburg 


sheet mills are, so far as known, the 
only ones that will come under the 
exception clause. 
T*he agreements 


with the workmen at these mills 
antedate the formation of the sheet 
steel company and remained in force 
when the plants were absorbed.

SAY THE TOILS GROW TIGHTER 


Officers at Work on Dunn Murder Case [are 


Sure They are Pursuing the Right 


Clue—The Developments. 


Prosecutor Emrick is positive the 


position of the state in the investiga- 
tion into the death of little Alice 
Cothrell is being materially strength- 
ened with each step of the officers in 
unraveling the mystery which has 
surrounded the awful affair. 


"I am confident," said Mr. Etnrick, 


to The Sentinel today, "that we are 
weaving a. strong web of evidence, 
and the further we delve into the case 
the more thoroughly we are con- 
vinced that we are on the right 
track." 


The prosecutor admitted, also, that 


recent disclosures at Wallen are re- 
garded 
as of much importance, 


though he diplomatically declined to 
go into details regarding the new evi- 
dence discovered yesterday. "Wo do 
not think it judicious at this time,' 
said 3£r, Emrick, "to divulge some of 
the later developments, buit prefer to 
wait until there is a necessity foi 
their use. 
You may say, however, 


that the state's case is unquestion- 
ably stronger today than at any time 
since its investigation was begun." 


Coroner Barnett apparently 
fully 


shares the prosecutor's opinion that 
the state will be able to present a 
very strong array of evidence when 
Charles Dunn is placed on trial for 
the murder of Alice Cothrell. 


SAW MISS SAMiFLETON. 


For more than an hour again this 


morning Marie Sampleton, the do- 
mestic who is being detained as a 
witness, was under a steady fire of 
questions from the state's attorney. 
Miss Sampleton is bearing up well 
under her life at the county jail, 
though she has entered violent ob- 
jection aginst sharing her quarters

four witnesses in connection with in- 
quiries into dnsanity Inquests. While 
they do not find tfhe law has been 
violated, fhe jurors say it has been 
abused and several of the membeis 
of the alleg&d trust are scored for 
the parts rthey have played. The jury 
declares that Poli'ce Surgeon Chris- 
tian, and Peace Justice Lockmau de- 
serve censure because they are trying 
to control all the inquests in this 
county, and the superintendent o-f 
the city dispensary and rtfhe internes 
at that institution should also be 
censured because of the methods they 
have employed. The report says 
they pool thair fees and then divide 
them equally among each other; that 
they judge a man to foe insane from 
his own statement and their observa- 
tion and without inquiring into his 
family or prior life; that they call 
in the matron, the ambulance dnver 
and the subinternes to talk with a 
person and on this base the affidavit 
on which he is tried. The jury de- 
clares that the methods in such in- 
quests are entirely too lax bvt can- 
not find that there have be*n any 
violations of the law that lay the 
parties liable ito indictment.

For- 
eign. governments "which have long 
neglected claims arising- from mis- 
treatment of our citizens no longer 
permiit disrespectful conduct toward:, 
them and are not unmindful of then 
rights. /The .world has come to know 
that to ibe an 'American citizen in 
every quarter of tftie globe implies 
the protection of a nation alive to 
the interests of its citizens, however 
distant, however humble. 
This by 


no means indicates that we have be- 
come or are likely to ibe a ' world 
power' in the. sense that we shall 
adopt the policy of promoting oui 
own aggrandizement at the expense 
of weak and defenseless people 
It 


does mefcii the maintenance of our 
rights abroad wherever they may b^ 


"While the adveiut and results of 


the Spanish- American war in a s*mse 
f oieed us to a seat at the- 'interna- 
tional council table' where our inter- 
ests are involved, it did not create 
the conditions wiidoh sooner or laitei 
must have brought us into closei 
relations wdfch the other powers of 
the woild. Modern Invention lias so 
annihilaited space, means of commit 
nication have so brought the world 
together, that it was impossible ^ig 
to avoid the true relation which a 
stronig and powerful nation THUS* 
sustain to -world affairs, 
Unfortu- 


nately the time has not come when 
a nation cm go afield claiming- its 
rights if unprepared to enforce them 
Wdthout war tthis new relation would 
have led to the building 'of a navy, 
begun several years before the Span- 
ish war, adequate to support and 
enforce the lights of American citi- 
zens and to maintain thedr treaty 
lig'hts, that our people mdg-M have 
the opportunity to which tthey are 
entitled in competing for the mar- 
kets of the world. 


"The American people have an ex- 


cusable pride du the (influence which 
our domestic Institutions have given

Spanish Mexico, next to the bear were 
most to be feared. 
They had long, 


sharp horns and keen, sharp hoofs. Na- 
ture had gradually helped them out 
in these weapons of defense. 
They 


had grown to be slim aud trim of body 
and were as supple and swift as doer. 
They were the deadly enemies of all 
wild beasts, because all wild beasts 
devoured their young. 


When fat and saucy, in warm sum- 


mer weather, these cattle \\ ould hover 
along the foothills in bands, hiding 
in the hollows, and \vould be^iu to 
bellow whenever they saw a bear or 
wolf or even a man or boy, if 011 foot, 
crossing the wide valley of grass and 
blue camas blossoms Then there 
would be music! They would start up, 
with head and tails in the air, and 
broadening out left and right they 
would draw a long, bent line, complete- 
ly shutting off their victim from all 
approach to the foothills. 


If the unfortunate Motim were a 


man or boy on foot/he generally made 
escape up one of tlie'rsinall ash trees 
that dotted the valley in groves here 
aud there, and the cattle would then 
soon give up the cbase. But if it weie 
a wolf or any other wild beast that 
could not get up a tree the case was 
different. Far away ou the other side 
of the valley, where dense woods lined 
the banks of the win'dHig Willamette 
river, the wild, bellowing herd would 
be answered. Out fiom the edge of the 
woods would stream right and left two 
loug, corresponding, surging lines, bel- 
lowing and plunging forward now and 
then, their heads to the ground, their 
tails always in the air and their eyes 
aflame, as if they would get fire to the 
loug gray grass, 
With the precision 


and discipline of a well ordered army 
they would close in upon the wild 
beast, too terrified now to either tight 
or fly, and, leaping upon him one after 
another with their long hoofs, he would 
in a little time be crushed into an un- 
recognizable mass. Not a bone would 
be left unbroken. It is a mistake to 
suppose that they ever use their long, 
sharp horns in attack. These weie 
used only in defense, the same as elk 
or deer, falling on the knees and re- 
ceiving the enemy on their horns, much 
as the Old Guard received the enemy 
in the last terrible struggle at Water- 
loo. 


Bill Cross was a "tenderfoot" at the 


time of which I write, and a sailor at 
that. Now, the old pilgrims who hail 
dared the plains in those days of '49, 
when cowards did uot venture and the 
weak died on the way, had not the 
greatest respect for the courage or en- 
durance of those who had reached Ore- 
gon by ship. But here was this man, a 
sailor by trade, settling down in the 
Interior of 
Oregon and, strangely 


enough, pretending to know more about 
everything in general and bears in par- 
ticular than either my father or any of 
his boys. 


He hadjaken up a piece of land 


down 
in the pretty Oanias valley, 


where the grass grew long and strong 
and waved in the wind, mobile and 
beautiful as the mobile sea, 


The good natuicd and self compla- 


cent old sailor liked to watch the wav 
ing grass. It reminded him of the sea, 
i reckon, lie would sometimes sit on 
our little porch as the sun went down 
nnd tell us boys strange, wild sea sto 
ries. He had traveled far aud seen 
much, as much as any man can see on 
water, and maybe \\ns not H very big 
liar, for a sailor, after all. The only 
thing about him that we did not like 
outside of his chronic idleness was bis 
exalted opinion of himself and his un- 
concealed contempt for everybody's 
opinion but his own. 


"Hill" said my father one day, "those 


black Spanish cattle will get after that 
led sash and sailor jacket of yours 
some day \\ hen you go down io the val- 
ley to jour claim, aud they won't leave 
a grease spot. Better go horseback or 
at least tnke a gun when you go down 
neM time," 


"Pshaw! Squire. I wish I had as 


many dollars as I ain't afeard of all the 
black Spanish cattle lu Oiegon. Why. 
if they're so blasted dangerous how did 
jour missionaries e\er uiituago to drive 
them up IIPJV from Mexico, anyhow?" 


Still, for all that, the very next time 


(hnt ho saw the old sailor setting out 
at his snail pace tor his rauch below, 
filow and indolent as if on the deck of 
n ship, my father insisted that he 


! should go on horseback or at least take 
' a gun. 
< "i'ooh, poouf I wouldn't be botnered 


with a horse 01 a gun. Say, Tin goin to 
bring your boyn a pet bear some day." 


And so, cocking his little hat down 


o\er his right eye and thrusting his big 
hands into his deep pockets almost to 
the elbows, ho slowly aud lazily whis- 
tled himself down the gradual slope of 
the foothills, waist deep in the waving 
gra^s and delicious \\ild flowers, and 
soon was lost to sight in the great wav- 
ing sea. 


Two things may bo bore written 


do\Mi, lie wouldn't ride a horse, be- 
cause he couldn't, and fu1 the same 
leason he wouldn't use a gun. Again, 
let it be written down also that the rea- 
son he was going away that warm au- 
tumn afternoon uas that there was 
some woilc to do. These facts were 
clear to my kind and indulgent father, 
but of course we boys never thought of 
it and laid onr little shoulders to the 
haul work ot helping father lift up the 
long, heavy poles that uere to complete 
the corral around our pioneer log cabin, 
and wo really hoped and half believed 
that he might bring home a little pet 
boa r. 


This stout log corral had become an 


absolute necessity. It was high and 
strong and made of poles or small logs 
stood on end in a trench after the fash- 
ion of a primitive one in front of the 
cabin door. Here it was proposed to 
put up a gate. We also had talked 
about portholes in the corners of the 
corral, buj. neither gate nor portholes 
weie yet made. In fact, as said before, 
the serene and indolent man of the sea 
always slo^ ly u alked au ay down 
through the grass toward his untracked 
claim \\ hene\ or there was anything 
said about portholes, posts or gates. 


Father and wo three little boys had 


only got the last post set and solidly 
"tamped" in the ground as the sun was 
going down. 


Suddenly \\e heard a yell, then a yell- 


ing, then u bellowing. This yelling was 
heard in the high glass in the Camas 
valley below, and the bellowing of cat- 
tle came from the woody Liver banks 
far beyond. 


Then up on the brown hills of the Or- 


egon sierras above us came the wild 
answer of the wild black cattle of the 
hills, and a moment later, right and 
left, the long black lines began to 
widen out; then down they came, like 
a whirlwind, toward the black and 
surging line in the grass below. We 
were now almost in the center of what 
would in a little time be a complete cir- 
cle and cyclone of furious Spanish cat- 
tle. 


And now here is something curious 


to relate. Our own cows, poor, weary, 
Immigrant cows of only a year before, 
tossed their tails in the air, pawed the 
ground, bellowed and fairly went wild 
in the splendid excitement and tumult 
One touch of nature made the whole 
cow world kin! 


Father clambered up on a "buck 


horse" and looked out over the stock- 
ade, and then he shouted and shook his 
h<it and laughed as I had ne^er heard 
him laugh before. For there, breathless, 
coatless, hatloss, came William Cross, 
Esq, t\\o small wolves and a very 
small black bear! They were all mak- 
ing good time, anywhere, any way to 
escape the frantic cattle. Father used 
to say afterward that "it was nip and 
luck between the four and hard to say 
which was ahead." The cattle had 
made quite a "round up." 


They all four straggled in at the nar- 


row little gate at about the same time, 
the great big, lazy sailor in a hurry for 
the iirst time in his life. 


But think of the coolness of the man 


as he ttnned to us children with his 
flist gasp of breath aud said, "Bo—bo- 
boys, T\e bro—bro—brought you a lit- 
tle boar!" 


The wolves were the little chicken 


thieves known as coyotes, quite harm- 
less, as a rule, so far as man is concern- 
ed, but the cattle hated them, and they 
were terrified nearly to death. 


The cattle stopped a feAV rods from 


the stockade. We let the coyotes go, 
but we kept the little bear and named 
him Dill Cross. Yet he was never a bit 
cross, despite his name.

At the close 
of his term in fthe legislature he re- 
sumed the practice of law at Bluffton 
and soon- 'became one of the most sue • 
cessful practitioners at that bar- 


Two years laiter Mr. Martin w^s 


elected recorder of tihe supreme court 
and served in- that capacity 
with

Hr. Martin served three terms in 


congress, (his first canvass of his dis- 
trict being 
distinguished 
by the

'Mr. Martin, at that 
time, 


had just passed through a period of 
financial depression, which left him 
almost penniless and not having 
means to travel 'by rail or buggy, he 
made the journey on foot.

alone.

The easy unstudied grace, added to 


the seemingly dangerous recklessness

quiries into insanity inquests. While 
they do not find the law has been 
violated, the jurors say it has been 
abused and several of the members 
of the alleged trust are scored for 
the parts 'they have played. The jury 
declares that Police Surgeon Chris- 
tian and Peace Justice Lockman de- 
serve censure because they are trying 
to control all the inquests in this 
county, and the superintendent of 
the city dispensary and 'the internes 
at thr.t institution should also be 
censured because of the method;' they 
have employed.
